to the proposed bridge at Pawtucket 
falls is received from Mr. E. G. Baker, 
who is himself an expert in reinforced 
concrete-construction. The points made 
by Mr. Baker are apparently quite rea- 
sonable and his suggestions'as to the 
proper course of procedure equally so: 
To The Lowell Sun: 


Mr. Editor--The plans for the pro- 
posed new Pawtucketville bridge, so 
far as the public is Informed on the 
subject, seem tp be merged in quite 
deep obscurity. 
As generally recog- 


nized, this bridge in the near future 
must be constructed and for just what 
leason the city government has seen 
fit to proceed in the manner of plan- 
ning for Us construction by first vot- 
ing an appropriation of 550,000, to de- 
fray the expense of building the, bridge 
and. next entering 
into 
negotiations 
with an engineer for supervising 
the 
construction, without apparently hav- 
ing any well defined plans and speci- 
fications at hand, upon which to base 
an estimate of cost or to engage en- 
gineering services, 
certainly 
appears 
an unusual and most extraordinary ac- 
tion. 
When compared with the usual 
manner 
of 
procedure in 
such cases 
whereby 
generally a 
city engineer 
would he instructed to make a definite 
survey and. plans showing the proposed 
new location and 
possible 
obstacles 
which might be encountered by con- 
flicting with other interested parties 
and along sucji lines proceed to make 
or have made proper plans and speci- 
fications for a 
substantial 
structure 


from which the city engineer should 
make a survey of quantities and mate- 
rials required to construct the work; 


then advertise for bids on construction 
based on a. unit price per cubic yard 
ot concrete work required, 
including 
all reinforcing materials. 
Then if such 


bids received do not appear favorable 
to the city's interest the city can pro- 
ceed to construct the work under its 
own 
supervision and 
at will. 
But 


without any definite plans and specifi- 
cations on which to base an estimate of 
cost, there, is a very 
general 
public 


feeling 
that 
$50,000 
represents too 
great an outlay for what the city may 
get In return. 


It seems 
to the 
writer 
from

glimpse at the revised rough plans that 
a new concrete bridge 55 feet in width, 
having two spans of 145 feet each and 
a city approach 
spanning 
the- lock 


channel and canal of about 120 feet, 
and where no extra foundation work is 
required, the riverbed being of solid 
ledge, such a bridge should he. built 
for SSO.OOO.

wide bases and merging Into the arch- 
«d roof with ihe appearance of large 
supporting columns. 


Thn flooring Is of cement 
hut 
ihe 
columns, partitions, walls and roof are 
of reinforced concrete work. The steel 
bcam& embedded in llie roof rind par- 
titions are -heavy enough to withstand 
any pressure likely to be brought to 
bear upon them, and altogether the 
construction appears lo be of the most 
colld and substantial character. 
On the floor of the six sand fillers 


are being laid four layers of sand, 
sharp-on Ihe (op and gelling courser, 
until at the bottom it resembles coarse 
gravel or pebbles. In addition to these 
U what is known 
as 
the 
prefilter 


where the water Is delivered from Ihe 
wells.- Here are layers of coke through 
which it passes to what is known as 
the settling Basin. 


There Is a great large pipe to con-
